HARDY EARLY BLOOMING CHRYSANTHEMUMS 


This year we are eliminating many varieties; that 
for one reason or another are not satisfactory. We have 
also added a few new varieties that have proven winter 
hardy, early and frost resistant. All plants we send out 
in the spring are from 2%” pots; which make large 
flowering clumps by fall. | 

Select a rich, well drained soil—a sunny location. 
Don’t plant in the shade, as plants will grow too tall 
and bloom weeks later. Mums love lots of fresh air. 
They are also great feeders. 


Be sure to divide your old clumps the following 
spring; or plant new potted ones. Give ample room for 
proper growth and for cultivation; spacing 18 in. to 2 ft. 
apart in the rows. 


Water well, and do not allow to dry out, cultivate 
ground before it is allowed to dry out. After August 20, 
cease cultivation so that the side shoots that make 
plants for next year can begin to form. 


Don’t cut the flowers for bouquets; but break them 
off, and they will absorb a greater amount of water; 
and don’t kill them with kindness. 


Don’t cut the tops off until the next spring, as 
they help catch snow for winter protection; after ground 
freezes hard, mulch lightly with oat straw. 


We strongly advise the purchase of chrysanthemums 
in quantities of 3 or more of one kind, since a group of 
3 or more plants makes a much more striking and effec- 
tive color mass in the garden.
